Largest Indian Rock 
Carving Discovered 


Petroglyph On Cariboo Highway More 
Than 250 Feet Long 


rhe largest petroglyph or Indian 
rock carving Known in Canada has 
just been reported to the archacolog 
ical ofiice of the National Museum of 
Canada at Ottawa, 
rhis petroglyph is said to be more 
than 250 feet long and to be carved 
on a vertical face of reddish rock of 
the plateau, straight up the side of 
he braser River valley, about balf a 
mile south of the eastern end of the 
Alexander Bridge on the Cariboo 
Highway A trout-fishing trail run 
up in its direction, from which it pro 
bably can be seen.
